Here was neuer any thing by the wit 
of man ſo wel deuiſed, or ſo fare ofts- 
bliſhed, which in commaance of time 
hath not ben corrupted as (among ©- 
ther things) it may plainely appeare 
by the Cemmon prayers in the Church, cemmonly 
called Digine ſervice. The rt originall and ground 
whereof, if a man would ſe arch out by the auncient 
Fathers, be (hall find that the ſame was not ot 
but of 2 good purpole, and for a great aduancement 
of godlineſſe. For they ſo ordered the matter, that 
all the whole Bible (ot the greateſt part thereof ) 
ſhoald bee read over ence euery yeere, intending 
thereby that the Clergie, and ſpecially ſuch as were 
Miniſters of the Congregation, ſhould by oſten tes · 
ding and meditation of Gods word, de ſtirred vp te 
oodlineſſe themſe lues, and bee more able to 
other by wholeſome doctrine , and to confute them 
that were aduerſaries to the — — 
the le, by daily hearin y Scripture 
in bs Charch, dend — profite more and 
more inthe knowledge of God, and bee the more 
inflamed with the love of his true religion. But theſe 
many yeeres paſſed, this godly and decent order of 
the ancient fathets hath bene ſo altered, broken. and 
negle&ed, by planting in yacertaine ſtories, legends, 
reſponds, verſes, vame repetitions.commemorations, 
and ſynodalles, that commenly when any booke of 
the Bible was begun, before three or foure Chap- 
ters were tead out. all the reſt were vnread, And in 
this ſott the booke of Eſai was begunne in Advent, 
and the boske of Geneſis in 8 but 
were onely begun, aud neuer read t . After a 
like fort were other bookes of holy Scripture vſed 
And moreouer, wheras 8. Paul wou'd haue ſuch lan. 
guage ſpoken to the people in the Church, as they 
might vaderſtand, and haue profit by hearing the 
ſams : the ſeruice in this Church of England (theſe 
m my yeres)hath bene read in Lative to the people, 
which they vnderſtood not: fo that they haue heard 
with their eares only, and their heart, ſpirit and mind 
hane not bene edified thereby. .
